A Chicago Letter. 
THE GREAT RAILWAY EXPOSITION—IN- 
TERESTING DESCRIPTION OF OLD 


AND NEW ENGINES— VALU- 
ABLE ‘* FACTS AND 
FIGURES,” ETC. * 


Cuicaco, June 29, 1883. 

To make the trip trom Chicago to New 
York in ten hours, and from the snows of 
the North to the orange groves of Florida 
in one day, is what the inventor of the Allen 
bicycle railroad hopes todo. A model of 
this curious affair is exhibited at the expo- 
sition, and the bold inventor claims that he 
has what is destined to be the wonder of the 
nineteenth century, and that he has testimo- 
nials from many of the most prominent rail- 
road men to that effect. ‘The train runs on 
two rails, of which one is beneath and the 
other above, so that the train is purtially 
suspended, allowing it to run with lightning 
rapidity, without oscillation. A single driv- 
ing wheel, of nearly three times the usual 
diameter, is used, and@ stationed between 
two side boilers, A short section of this 
road is in operation on Atlantic Ave., East 
New York. All railroad travelers will nc- 
knowledge that a contrivance which will 
cause trains approaching each other from 
opposite directions on the same track to 
come to a stand-still, automatically, with- 
out meeting, is desirable. ‘This is what 
Vogel's system, exhibited here, proposes to 
accomplish. Electric connection is kept up 
along the track by means of telegraph wires 
on poles, and approaching engines act on 
each other so that both come to a stop, 
without a collision. The electric current is 
made to act on the steam valves of the en- 
gines. Blodgett Bros. & Co., of Boston, 
exhibit an electric time table apparatus by 
which any railroad time table can be so 
copied on a brass cylinder, which is moved 
by clockwork and electrically connected with 
a clock, that a gong will be struck at the 
proper time of departure of cach train; and 
this can be done through the whole list of 
trains of any time table, even if the station 
is locked up.and left alone, The cylinder 
is punched with holes in which pegs are 
placed representing certain hours and min- 
utes, and as the cylinder reyolves these pegs 
raise certain levers which start the gong. 
The union Switch & Signal Co. illustrates 
its system for protecting trains with a great 
display of tracks, switches, signals, bells, 
ete. On amain track, where there are no 
switches, the train protects itself, automati- 
cally, by breaking an electric current in the 
track, and so causing the proper signals to 
be raised a long way behind it to warn off 
any following trains. The engine also rings 
a bell at highway crossings, and causes a 
drawbridge signal to denote whether the 
bridge is closed or open, Fora single track 
the engine moves signals in both directions. 
This main-track system is in use on a num- 
ber of the roads running out of Boston, in- 
cluding the Boston & Lowell, At switching 
points, and where other railroads cross, 
nals are placed, where operators control all 
the switches, ect. By means of powerful 
levers, and these levers are so interlocked 
with each other that it is necessary first to 
muke the desired change in the switches in 
order to unfock the apparatus so that safety 
signals can be displayed for an approaching 
train, ‘The normal condition of the signals 
is at danger, By means of the interlocking 
arrangement it is rendered impossible for a 
signal man, through heedlessness or inex- 
perience, to give signals which would put a 
train in danger. It is a puzzle for a raw hand 
which can only be solved by moving such 
switches and Signals as should go together.

As to car brakes and couplers 
the exhibit is large, The number of coup- 
lers exhibited is reported to be six The 
brakeman of the future will have an easy 
time of it,—if, indeed, he is needed on the 
train atall, 3. Frese exhibits a system by 
which the engineer controls the whole 
train himself, manages the brake, couples 
and uncouples any car in the train he wishes 
and leaves cars on side tracks, all without 
leaving his engine. The numbers of all the 
care in the train are written on a wheel in 
the engine, and by turning the wheel to a 
certain number the car of that number can 
be controlled by the engineer. ‘The Wal- 
dumer brake is operated by electricity from 
a dynamo on the engine. ‘The brakes act 
instantly through the whole train, ‘The un- 
coupling of a car, accidentally, sets its 
brake automatically, and also rings a gong 
in the engine. The automatic couplers 
operate very neatly, coupling without help 
from the brakeman, or simply by his moving 
a rod from the side or top of the car. The 
Pullman palace and dining cars exhibited 
are elegantly fitted up, with inlaid woods 
polished like marble, heavy plate mirrors, 
etc. ‘The Pullman car springs act so per- 
tectly that in the dining cars the tables can

WHO AND WHAT HE WAS. 


A stranger visiting Waltham for the 
first time and passing leisurely up its 
Main street, would probably notice on 
the corner of Elm street, near the Com- 
mon, a long two-story pillared building, 
on which is inseribed in golden letters 
the words Rumrorp Haut. If in the 
winter season this same stranger should 
enter our shops or houses and converse 
with our citizens, he would be likely to 
hear in conversation the words, ‘*Rum- 
ford Institute,” ‘* Rumford Lectures,” 
or some allusion to the ‘ old Rumford 
Library,” or perhaps ‘*Rumford Mar- 
ket.” What is the significance of this 
name Rumford so frequently used in 
Waltham? Was Rumford a place or 
aman? It has been both. It will be 
our endeavor at this time to show who 
Count Rumford was, and what he did,

BIRTH AND EDUCATION, 


Benjamin Thompson, Count Rum- 
ford, was bora in North Woburn, 
Mass., March 25, 1753, in a plain, 
old-fashioned, two-story furm-house, 
which is still standing.

dom on you. I can only say in reply 
that they have had very excellent rea- 
sons for not calling, if they desired to 
preserve their self-respect, and to avoid 
the risk of disagreeable personal con- 
troversy which they had the right ex- 
pect from the offensive tone and exceed- 


ingly personal language of your late 
communications. They have hereto- 
fore formally entered their protest

ATERIAL FOR HISTORY. 
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The following, on the death of Col. 
Laomi Baldwin, by Zebadiah Wyman, 
Esq., may be of some interest to the 
present generation, not for its poetic 
merit, but for its reference to many 
events in the life of one of the most 
distinguished men of the past. 

Zebadiah, son of Zebadiah and Eliz- 
abeth (Brooks) Wyman, was born in 
Woburn, July 9, 1870: a descendent 
of Francis, one of the original sub- 
scribers to the Town orders in 1641, 
(a brother of Dr. Rufus whose sons, 
Dr. Morrill and Prof. Jefferis, are well 
known by their successful labors in the 
department of science and medicine :) 
married Mary Bowers Waldgon of 
Dover, N. H., by whom he had several 
children. He erected the store and 
buildings now owned by Miss Ruth M. 
Leathe corner of Maine street and 
Montvale Avenue, and for many years 
was a successful trader in town. He 
was prominent in town and chureh af- 
fairs, Clerk of the town from 1794 to 
1813, a period of 19 years, 

The subject of the poetry, Col. 
Laomi, son of James and Ruth (Rich- 
ardson) Baldwin was born Jan. 21, 
1745, descendent in the 8d generation 
from Dea. Henry, one of the first 
settlers of Woburn and an original 
subscribers to the town orders. In 
early life he had a strong desire for 
the acquisition of knowledge and used 
to walk from North Woburn to Cam- 
bridge with his schoolmate, Benjamin 
Thompson (afterwards Count Rumford) 
to attend lectures on philosophy by 
Prof, Winthrop. He was one of the 
most prominent and useful men of 
Woburn: Representative to the Gen- 
in 1778-9 and 80, also 1800-1-2-3 and 
4: Selectman in 1781, and for many 
years Chairman of nearly all the im- 
portant committies raised by the ‘Town: 
in 1780 was appointed First High 
Sheriff of Middlesex County under the 
new Constitution. In 1794 he had all 
the votes but one cast in Woburn 
for Representative to Congress from 
Essex South District, Woburn being 
then attached to that District. He was 
State Senator, 
Lieut. Governor and Elector of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. He was 
cbosen a member of the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, and 
received from Harvard College, in 1785, 
the Master of 
Arts. He was one of the originators 
of the Middlesex Canal: 
troduced the famous Baldwin apple to 
public notice. In 1775 he enlisted in 
the Revolutionary army, and was soon 
promoted to Colonel, his regiment, orig- 
nally the 38th, consisting of eight com- 
panies, 4 at Sewall’s point, Brookline, 
3 at Chealsea and 1 (Capt. Wood's 
Company of Woburn) at Medford. It 
afterwards included 10 companies, and 
was designated as 26th. In 1776 he 
was at New York City with Washing- 
ton’s army and Commander of the 
Main Guard. On Sept. 14, 1776, the 
army was compelled to eyacuate New 
York and retreat 
Delaware.

The researches of strangers are shedding 
light on some points of Woburn history, and 
the Rev, George M. Bodge of Dorchester in 
a series of notable articles now appearing 
in the New England Historical and Genea- 
logical Register on the * Soldiers in King

In an article just published he gives an 
account of ** Capt. Thomas Prentice and bis 
Troop,” a company which numbered in its 
membership several of the men of Woburn.

five regular cavalry companies or ‘troops’ 
in the colony at the beginning of the war. 
It was known na the Middlesex Troop. 
Besides these regulars, there was an inde- 
pendent company raised at large in the coun- 
ties of Suffolk, Middiesex and Essex, called 
the ‘* Three County Troop.” In this were 
afew Woburn men. Outof these troops” 
quotas were drawn to make up the company 
required for special service, and officers 
were chosen at the option of the Court. In 
the first, or Mt. Hope, campaign, the 
troopers were mostly from the towns imme- 
diately around Boston, and in Prentice's 
command the captain and lieutenant were 
from Cambridge, while the cornet, or sec- 
ond lieutenant, was from Woburn, 

The office of cornet was considered a very 
honorable post in a troop, for one part of 
his duty was to carry the standard in the 
day of battle. 

Capt. Prentice was appointed captain of 
the special troop June 24, 1675, and was 
sent out with Capt. Henchman to Swansey, 
where they had a brush with the Indians at 
Miles’s garrison and performed other ser- 
vices inthe Mt, Hope campaign, till their 
recall about July 26, 1675. 

The following soldiers from Woburn of 
Capt. Thomas Prentice’s command received 
their pay for the above seryice, on August 


27, 1675.

The sums set against the names show the 
amount of pay each received. These per- 
sons were again in service in the same com- 
mand in a later campaign. One of the 
members of the above company who drew 
his pay of £1, on September 21, 1675, was 
John Adams, an early resident of Arlington, 
and an ancestor of the present writer. This 
Adams served as a trooper in the following 
later, and more bloody, campaign of the 
capture of the Narragansett fort. 


In te Narragansett campaign the troop 
of horse under Capt. Prentice took part, 
and John Wyman of his troop, from this 
town, was killed in the battle at the fort, 
December 19, 1675, and Nathan[iel] Rich- 
ardson and Nathan[iel] Belins (Billings) of 
Woburn—according to Mr. Bodge—were 
wounded. 

The latter is not a Woburn name, but he 
possibly may have been serving on the 
Woburn quota. 

John Wyman, the father of the John of 
Woburn who was killed, gerved as lieuten- | 
ant of Capt. Prentice’s troop in this cam- 
paign, and hence was second in command. 

In the volume of the State archives an- 
nouncing that the son was killed, is a petition 
of Lieut. John Wyman asking for the re- 
lease of his son who is lately married, and 
himself has been in both 
the Mt. Hope and Narragansett campaigns, 
and at the last place received a wound in 
the face; that his eldest son was slain at 
Narragansett, and a servant is in the coun- 
try’s service all the past winter, &c.

In the following yolume, p. 1, is the com- 
plaint of John Seers, constable of Woburn, 
that this Join Wyman and his daughter 
Bathsheba have resisted the impressment of 
one of his horses for the country’s use, and 
they were each charged £2 fine for that of- 
fence. H. A. Hazen in his History of 
Billerica, lately published, refers to thie pe- 
tition on page 120 of his work. 

The son who was killed had married a 
daughter of Rev. Thomas Carter of Woburn 
about 1671, and being bornin 1648 was 
less than thirty years old at the time of his 
death. The son who had “lately married” 
was perhaps David Wyman, who had mar- 
tied April 27, 1675; he died of the smallpox 
in 1678, ‘The case of the servant is treated 
in Sewall's history of the town, pp. 114—15. 
Bathsheba, the daughter mentioned, was 
born in 1658. Lieut. John Wyman died in 
Woburn May 9, 1684, A sonstyled Cornet 
Jonathan Wyman died in 1736. A son 
styled Lieut. Seth Wyman died in 1715. 
The celebrated Ensign Seth Wyman of 
Woburn of Lovewell’s Fight (1725) was a 
grandson of Lieut. John Wyman, and son 
of Seth above named, 


Among those who had served in the Narra- 
gansett campaign in the cavalry, under 
Capt. Prentice, and drew their pay on Febru- 
ary 29, 1675-6, was John Adams of Arling- 
ton, who drew £4.10,00, 

Nathaniel Billings, of the same command, 
whom we have already mentioned, on March 
24, 1675-6, drew £4.10.00, for his service. 

On the same day Joseph Wright, a Wo- 
burn man, drew the same amount for his 
service,

Woburn men received pay for service in the

An Awful Fate, 

Battrmore, Md., July 24.—A terrible ca- 
lamity occurred at North Foint, Tiyoli, an 
excursion resort on the Patapsco, 10 miles 
from this city, about 10 o'clock last night, 
by which many lives were lost, the number 
being estimated at between 60 and70. ‘The 
accident was ocgagjoned by the giving away 
of the outer portion a pier on which several 
hundred persons were congregated awatting 
the bout to return to the city. The locality 
is ina small bay, distant about two miles 
from North Point lighthouse. 

It was formerly known as Ha}ly grove, 
and was the first regular excursion piace; 
fitted up near the city about 15 years ago, 
and was a@ jost popular resort at that time 
and for several years afterwards. Yester- 
day an excursion was given to ‘J'jyoli, under 
the management of the Mount Koyal Bene- 
ficial society of the Catholic church of Cor- 
pus Christa, of which Father Starr is pas- 
tor, Mount Royal avenue and Mosher street, 
The excursionists went down on the barge 
Cockade City, which was towed by the tug 
Amanda Powell. The barge was formerly 
an old canal boat, which had been fitted up 
with several decks for excursion purposes 
and used as such for several years, Yester- 
day she made three trips, the last being 
made from the city between 6 and 7 o'clock 
in the evening, and reached Tiyolj before 10 
o'clock. During the day she had taken 
down about 500 persons, and on her last trip 
about 100, 

A large number of those who went down 
during the had remained, intending to re- 
turn on the last trip, When the barge ap- 
proached, those onshore made a rush for the 
end of the wharf, which is several hundred 
feet long, and were closely packed together 
ata gate about 25 feet from the end, impa- 
tiently awaiting admittance through the gate, 
As the barge came alongside and stryck the 
wharf, it suddenly and without warning gaye 
way, and a large portion of the crowd were 
precipitated into the water, which is about 
10 feet deep. Many were able to save them- 
selves by fleeing towards the shore as the 
outer end of the pier crumbled and fell. 
The darkness added to the and 
terror, and little could be done at once to 
rescue the drowning, most of whow were

The Business Situation. 

Reports from business and commercial 
centres indicate a general improvement in 
the situation. The harvest of winter wheat 
is nearly secured, in good condition, and is 
larger than was at first estimated—in fact, 
will be as large asthe best crop with two 
notable exceptions; that is, if the spring 
wheat turns out ae well as now seems proba- 
ble. The reports from the extreme North- 
west are now favorable for a large crop on 
account of the recent rains. The hay crop 
is unprecedented and is being secured ina 
generally good order. The effect of such 
an outlook upon mercantile affairs is already 
apparent ina decided improvement in the 
wholesale trade.

The following letter has been sent re- 
spectively to the Massachusetts Repub- 
lican and 
Committees, 
who are equally interested with men 
in the welfare of the State. They be- 
lieve that the establishment of political 
rights of women is essential to the 


It is signed by women 


highest good of the State; 


Genjlemen:—The political helplessness of 
women compels us to appeal to you who 
have power to be mindful of the women 
of Massachusetts when the gandjdate for 
governor ia to be nominated. 

We ask that no one may be nominated 
for that office who is opposed to woman 
suffrage, and who would hence veto any 
bill that provided for our enfranchisement, 
We send this to you now, in the hope that 
it will eave us from the necessity of op, os- 
ing a candidate who would oppose the 
equal rights of women. We have political 
preferences, and would far rather use the 
influence we have in the Interest of the 
party to which we should belong if we 
were not deprived of our political righte; 
provided always that its candidate is a friend 
of women suffrage and a person who com- 
mands our respect. 

We hold that the enfranchisement of 
women ought to be the main question in 
politics, It would be considered the first 
question if it were inen and not women 
who were disfranchixed; and men have no 
stake or interest in the governwent which 
women have not, 

We hold that to tax and govern law- 
abiding women without their consent is 
the greatest injustice. In our judgment, 
therefore, itis the duty of political leaders 
to put forward the entranchisement of 
women in their platforing, as a question of 
the highest importance alike as it  alfects 
the honor of men, the rights of women, and 
the welfare of the State. 

We feel that good government in the in- 
terest of high morality and the general 
welfare of humanity is of the first impor- 
tance, and that the participation: of women 
in all politioal power is of easential neces- 
sity to this end. We appeal to you, there- 
fore, 

1. For the sake of the public welfare, 

2. ‘To save women from the stigma which 
attaches to a disfranchised class. 

3. To save Massachusetts from the his- 
toric discredit of holding ite loyal women to 
the rank of Jefferson Davis.

The Business Situation, 


There being no longer doubt respecting 
the crops, which are for the most part good, 
except cotton, there is a general improve- 
mentin business throughout the country, 
The decrease in the cotton crop will not be 
so extensive in view of the very large crop 
lust year as to curtail to a great extent the 
resources of the South or interfere with the 
manufacturing industry. That the South is 
ina good condition to purchase goods is 
proved by the large shipments to that sec- 
tion.
